Claims 22-30 are pending for examination. Claims 22 and 29 have been 
amended.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 is allowable because the prior art on record or that encountered in 
searching for the invention, fails to disclose or suggest the features of instant invention 
- an apparatus which includes a plurality of APIC TPR registers for each of the claimed 
threads that when executed by an operating system causes the claimed thread priorities 
values to be stored in the registers, wherein the claimed apparatus includes a counter 
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coupled to a control logic, wherein a value is set for each thread depending on the 
priority assigned to each thread and the counter is set to load with one of the claimed 
set values by the control logic, such that a thread with a higher priority is to be allocated 
a grater number of instructions process by the allocated resource than another of the 
thread with a lower priority based on a counting operation on the set value loaded into 
the claimed counter and the resources is selected from a group consisting of: a decode 
unit, a trace cache/MSROM, a rename/allocation unit, an execution unit, a retire unit 
and a bus in a combination with all the limitations as claimed by applicant. 

Claims 23-30 depend on claim 22 respectively, hence, are allowable.
